The following abbreviations are used throughout our list: 

Annuals (A.) grow from seed, flower, mature their seed, and die in one year. 

Hardy Annuals (H. A.) are those which can be sown in ‘the open ground. 

Half-hardy Annuals (H. H. A ) are those which should be started early in the house, conservatory 
or hotbed, and transplanted to the garden in settled warm weather. 

Biennials (B) grow from seed, sown from June to August, flower, ripen their seed and die the next 
year, though some ‘varieties bloom the same season if sown early in gentle heat. 

Hardy Biennials (H. B.) will winter in the open ground without protection. 

Perennials (P.) grow from seed, and continue flowering annually for many years after the first 
season. Some varieties flower the first season if planted early in gentle heat. 

Half-Hardy Biennials (H. H. B.) require the protection of a coldframe or coolhouse during Winter. 

Hardy Perennials (H. P.) can remain in the open ground during winter without protection. 
se Half-hardy Perennials (H. H. P.) require the protection of a coldframe or coolhouse during the 

inter. 
Greenhouse Perennials (G. P.) require the protection of hothouse during Winter. 


Just a few Suggestions about the Growing of Flower Seeds 


_ Early Blooming. If you want your flowers and plants to bloom early, sow the seed late in the winter or early in the 
Spring. Sow them in hotbeds, flower pots or shallow boxes. You will find the latter method satisfactory enough, but you 
will have to keep the plants in the house. 


_ Kind of Soil to Use. The best seeds and the best care on earth will not produce healthy, vigorous plants unless the 
soil is right. If you can find a rich, sandy loam, use that. It is the best. But if you cannot get such soil, then take two 
parts black loam, one part sand and one part decomposed stable manure and mix them thoroughly, This will give a rich, 
productive soil. 

How to Plant the Seeds. Place your soil in the hotbed or boxes, as the case may be; smooth the surface and pack 
pei c = iene: your seeds evenly upon it, and a cover the seed with about twice its thickness of soil and pack it down 
quite har 

Temperature and Humidity. After getting your seeds planted, you must be careful to keep them in a warm place 
—not hot, but just warm—about 60 degrees—until the plants appear. Keep the seeds quite moist until the plants appear, 
after which the soil should not be kept too wet, as there is danger of the plants ‘‘damping”’ off. 


Light and Air. Plants all require planty of light, fresh air and sunshine, without which no plant will thrive. They 
are absolutely essential elements to successful flower raising. 


When to Transplant. As soon as the second leaves appear, then is the time to transplant into other boxes, so that 
the plant may spread out and become more hardy and stocky. When the weather becomes sufficiently warm, then ‘they may 
be again transplanted into the garden or open border. Care should be taken to water freely until the plants are firmly rooted

If 
properly cared for, the results are most gratifying, repaying for a small outlay with a glorious weatlh 
of gorgeous bloom. 

Not every one succeeds with the growing of Sweet Peas, and often the fault lies not with the 
seedsman but with the grower. 

We herewith give a few practical hints: 


How Best to Succeed with Sweet Peas 


FIRST and FOREMOST—BUY only the BEST in the Sweet Pea seed line. CONFINE yourself to 
a certain standard of color and form. 

Mixed sorts are all right in their place, but where a certain COLOR scheme is wanted it is nec- 
essary to purchase the seed to the color looked for. 

Sow your Sweet Peas just as soon as the frost is out of the ground. This applies to all the BLACK 
seeded sorts. The white seeded kinds must not be sown until the weather is settled and the ground 
well warmed. Prepare your soil with greatest care, spading a trench for two rows of Sweet Peas 
one foot deep and one foot wide. Have the soil in a fine, loose condition and incorporate with three- 
fourths of the soil one-fourth of well rotted barn manure, pulverized sheep manure and bone meal. 
Thus you will have three-fourths of good turfy loam and one-fourth of the named fertilizers. Sow 
the seed not too liberally and not too thin. One ounce of seed will answer for 10 feet of a row. After 
the young seedlings are up they can be thinned out until they stand 3 to 4 inches apart. It is well to 
arrange for the support of the vines at the same time you prepare your soil. Brush, a wooden trellis 
or 2-inch mesh poultry wire will answer. 

Plenty of sunlight and FRESH air are essential to the welfare of the Sweet Pea. Do not expect 
any success from vines planted in a dark or damp locality. 

Water liberally during the hot weather, BUT NEVER in the heat of the day. Water early morn- 
ings and late evenings. Keep the ground free from weeds and well cultivated. After the vines 
begin to bloom feed with liquid ‘manure water once a week, but see that the liquid is NOT TOO 
STRONG. Give a mulch of strawy manure, old hay or grass when the hot weather is on. This will 
keep the soil cool and benefit the vines. Cut all flowers as fast as they expand and KEEP SEED 
PODS from forming, as you want the FLOWERS not the seed. Do not allow INSECTS to attack 
the young vines. For white or green fly use a liquid insecticide such as nicotine solutions, etc. For 
cut worms use a sprinkling of slackened lime along the row. NO CROSS NO FLOWERS is well adapted 
to the cultivation of Sweet Peas. BUT THINK OF THE MASSES OF GORGEOUS COLORED 
FRAGRANT BLOSSOMS that will reward you if you do your part. NATURE will do hers. 

In giving a list of the SWEET PEAS we have confined ourselves to those sorts that have been 
TESTED as the STRONGEST GROWERS, and from the various shades and colors. have selected 
those which are the CLEAREST and the TRUEST. We have NOT listed hundreds of sorts, each with a 
HIGH SOUNDING name which when it blooms looks almost EXACTLY like another old sort, 
with perhaps a slight wave or shading of color, asa rule ONLY OBSERVABLE by an EXPERT. 

We list two of the SPENCER NOVELTIES which are the pick of the season’s offerings. 

SPENCER Sweet Peas are the largest and MOST beautiful of all known Sweet Peas, the in- 
dividual flowers measuring frequently 2 to 24% inches across; they are also remarkable for their 
profuseness and continuous bloom. Onstrong stems 9x12 inches long the beautiful flowers are borne 
three to four on a stem. The standards are open, well rounded and exquisitely waved and often serrated.

The Making and Keeping of a Lawn 


The successful keeping as well as making of a beautiful lawn lies most largely in the thorough 


preparation, before a seed is sown. 


In fitting the ground care should be taken to have the work properly done throughout. If there 


is grading to be done the top soil to the depth of six to eight inches should first be removed to one side; 
finish with the top soil after the grade is complete. 

This should be thoroughly harrowed and raked to reduce to as fine acondition as possible, as 
well as to level it, as nothing detracts so much from the appearance of a lawn as an uneven surface. 
Sow the seed as early in the Spring as convenient, the earlier the better if the soil is in good condition, 
or it may be sown very well in August and September. Sow about half the seed in both directions 
at right angles to each other, which will give a more even sowing. After the seed has been sown it 
should be raked lightly, then rolled with a hand roller, unless it is thoroughly watered, to settle the 
soil about the seed. 

As a fertilizer we would recommend pure bone meal as being lasting in its effects and free from 
weed seeds. Apply at the rate of 600 to 1,000 pounds to acre. No one kind of grass will make a lawn 
that will keep beautifully green all through the season, but a mixture of several is essential, as some 
varieties are more luxuriant in the Spring, others in the Summer, and again others in Autumn, and a 
proper combination of these various sorts is required to create and maintain a perfect carpet-like lawn. 


OUR VELVET SOD MIXTURE 


Is most admirably adapted to this purpose, 
and as near perfection as possible to attain. One 
pound will seed about 500 square feet; 80 pounds, 
or four bushels, are required for an acre. Old 
lawns will be greatly benefited if, as early in the 
Spring as the weather will permit, they are care- 
fully raked, so as to remove the dead grass and 
leaves that may be on them, then sprinkle it with 
our Velvet Sod Mixture, which will renew the 
thin places and spots that have been killed by the 
Winter or other causes, then give it a thorough 
rolling with a heavy hand roller.

Second, cooked and served with a white 
sauce on toast, in the same way that asparagus tips 
are cooked; and third, sliced thin like shavings, 
dropped on ice and later seasoned with French 
dressing.

Cannas should be planted in good, rich garden 
soil, mixed with old, rotted stable manure. 
Water sparingly at first after planting; when 
growing freely water very liberally. Plants 
should be set eighteen inches apart each way, 
and if more than one variety is used be careful 
to plant the taller growing ones in the center 
and the dwarf ones along the edge, if planted in 
beds. In planting beds with one kind of Cannas 
the effect is better when in bloom than if a 
latge variety is planted.

The principal points in successful culture of 
the Lilies are: 

1. Good and again Good Drainage. 

2. In preparing the soil for the planting of 
bulbs dig it up well to a depth of at least two 
feet, and incorporate in the soil some good 
peat leaf mould und some sharp clean sand. 
Fibrous loam, such as is derived from old sods 
decomposed, is an ideal growing soil for Lilies. 
Plant the bulbs at least two-thirds of an inch 
deep, according to size, surround and cover each 
with some coarse sand which prevents insects 
from injuring them. Top dress the soil with a 
mixture of light soil and well-decayed manure. 

A mulching of rich light soil occasionally dur- 
ing their growing period is of great benefit to 
Lily Bulbs. Never allow a Lily to get really 
dry during the growing and flowering period. 

The ideal place for Lilies is amongst shrub- 
bery along the border; although they will do 
well in groups in partially shaded positions pro- 
vided the soil is treated as stated above. 

Some Liles make stem roots. These roots 
should never be allowed to be exposed to sharp 
winds or hot sunshine, but as soon as they appear 
above the soil they must be covered with lhght 
rich compost. We indicate the chief Stem- 
rooting Lilies by number in our list. 

If you have ever watched the gradual develop- 
ment of the Lily from the unsightly bulb to the 
first shoot which appears to its glorious fulfill- 
ment of exquisite flowering you will become and 
remain a devotee to these incomparable treas- 
ures of the garden and house.

After flowering is over in Autumn cut off the 
old flower stems and give a good covering of 
leaves, branches or cocoa fiber.

Give a thorough water- 
ing, then place in a warm place about 60 to 70 degrees. A pane of glass placed 
over the box or pot will aid germination. When the seedlings are about 5 inches 
high, transplant into two-inch pots, allow to get thoroughly root bound, then 
transplant into larger pot. When again root bound, repeat operation. Later on 
the trees can be planted in large pots ortubs. In Winter treat same as Bay Trees 
or Rubber Trees. Keep foliage clean.
